That 
is one renson why America {9 
ro powerful, and Americans 90 
rich, There 1s much natural 
wealth, and few people to 
share It. 

There are 600 million Chinese. 
But this docs not mean that 
Communist China is 600 million 
strong, Jt is 600 million weak. 


I do not declieve that Com- 
munist China can be o serious 
danger to the security of the 
world In our lifetime. On one 
condition: that we do not force 
Russia and China into a 
common tsolation, China, back- 
ed by Russta, could indeed be 
a danger. 


The danger 


But the danger would be 
from Russia, not from China. 


Not that we should seck to 
divide © Russia from China. 
Rather we should get Rusala to 
join with us and the other 
advanced nations in helping to 
develop China, India, ond the 
olher centres of world poverty, 

The Chinese are a proud and 
Independent people. The Chinese 
Communists are ready to 
threaten or even to fight, They 
are frightening as dragons were 
frightening to men in the Middle 
Ages. 

But this is not the Age of 
Dragons. It is, the Age of 
Nuclear Power,
